ORDER 

New Delhi, the 16 th June 1960 

G.S.R. 694.—In exercise of the Dowers conferred by section 22 of the Rice-Mil¬ 
ling Industry (Regulation) Act, lS58 (21 of 1958), the Central Government here- 
by makes the following further amendment in the Rice-Milling Industry (Regu¬ 
lation and Licensing) Rules, 1959, the same having been previously published as 
required by sub-section (1) of the said section 22, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Rice-Milling Industry (Regulation and 
Licensing) Amendment Rules, 1960. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. After sub-rule (2) of rule 6 of the Rice-Milling Industry (Regulation and 
Licensing) Rules, 1959, the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(3) Where the security deposited by a licensee or any portion thereof is for¬ 
feited under section 7 of the Act, the licensee shall deposit the amount so for¬ 
feited— 

(i) where no appeal against the order of forfeiture has been filed, within 
30 days from the date on which the order was communicated to 
him; or 

(ii) where an appeal against such order has been filed and dismissed, with¬ 
in 7 days of the dismissal of the appeal.” 4
